Days suitable for fieldwork varied widely across the State with an average of
1.70 days. The West District averaged 4.5 days suitable for fieldwork, the most

were limited to machinery preparations or repairs and transporting grain as road
conditions allowed. Districts in the central portion of the state reported that
while enduring some rains, farmers enjoyed milder temperatures, dgreening
pastures, budding fruit trees and were able to get into the fields and plow and
apply fertilizers. The topsoil moisture statewide was rated 11 percent short,
59 percent adequate and 30 percent surplus.
